FALLING AND BY FIRE. 

The Inquest, Incidents, &c. 
Tue news of this most astounding catastrophe has caused a thrill of 
horror through the whole length and breadth of the country, and a 
cry of bitter and indignant execration has gone up from millions of 


people against those men, who- 
ever they are, who have so wan- 
tonly and recklessly sacrificed 
hundreds of valuable lives that the 
rich might grow richer. Day after 
day goes by, but the gloom is not 
lifted from the hearts of the thou- 
sands in and about Lawrence. 
There are mo 8 for the dead, 
mourners for imed and man- 
gled living, and wretched agonized 
mourners for the still missing but 
immolated victims lying crushed 
or charred by fire under the ruins. 
The gloom is perfectly overwhelm- 
ing, and only those who have been 
in a desolated city can realize the 
utter misery of the scene. 

The utmost syu’pathy is mani- 
fested in every quarter for the 
sufferers. Letters of condolence 
pour in, and generously liberal 
subscriptions for’the relief of the 
survivors and the families of the 
dead are received daily. We have 
ittle doubt that these subscrip- 
tions from various sources will 
make an aggregate of a hundred 
thousand dollars. All the noblest 
virtues of our human nature have 
been developed in this time of 
terrible suffering and desolation ; 
the sick have been tended and 
cared for with a tenderness and 
gentleness altogether unprece- 
dented ; the dead have been rev- 
erently searched for, and the last 
duties paid with solemn and sin- 
cere sorrow, while the living and 
bereaved mourners have been pro- 
vided for, and have received all 
the consolation that’ warm and 
active sympathy can impart. Of 
course, among these many mourn- 
ers there are sorrows that no sym- 
pathy can alleviate, but nothing 
bas been left undone to feed the 
hungry and bring solace to those 
0 suddenly bereaved. 

So great and overwhelming is 
this calamity deemed by all that 
the Mayor of Lawrence, in obedi- 
ence to the sentiment of the pub- 
lic, issued the following proclama- 
tion :

he Coroner's Inquest is still in 
session, and will probably last 
some days longer. The testimony 
so far is very contradictory, so 
much so that at present it is hard 
to tell on which side the weight of 
testimony inelines to. It is impos- 
sible, in our limited space, to give 
the whole of the testimony. We 
shall, however, pursue it, and give 
a synopsis of the testimony of 
each important witness. 


On Saturday, January 14th, the 
inquest was resumed, and Mr. 
Charles 8. Storrow was sworn. He 
was the agent of the Essex Com- 
pany who sold the land and water 
power to Mr. Putnam, as agent for 
John A. Lowell. He believed the 
mill to be thoroughly well built, 
and never heard any remark as to 
its being unsafe. Every anxiety 
was expressed by the contracting 
parties to have a staunch building, 
and judging from the characters 
of the men who built it he believed 
that it was staunch. He heard 
once, five years ago, that the 
chimney had swayed a little from 
the end of the building, and caused 
a crack; but that chimney and 
the adjoining wall, with the crack 
in it, are standing whole to-day, 
towering unhurt over the rest of 
the ruins. 


John Tattison was next sworn, 
and his testimony was mainly to 
the fact that the foundation could 
not have sunk, as the gearing was 
in no way disarranged, and that 
the floor above him gave way be- 
tween the pillars and looms and all 
crashed through. 


Samuel W. Jackson sworn—I was 
overseer of the third story and half the 
fourth story ; at the time of the accident

Jay retired altogether from private practice, leaving a most flonrish- 
ing business in the handa of Mr Roosevelt. In 1828 he entered 
warmly into the canvas for General Jaekseon, and by his earnest and 
judicioas labors helped to place the old hero in the Presidential 
chair The same year Mr Roosevelt was chosen Alderman. and ful 
filled the daties of t at tren respec'able posttion with great credit 
to himse!f and advantage to the pub 

In 1830 he sailed for Europe, and after visiting England went to 
Paris where he was a witness of the revolution which ended in the 
deposition of Charles the Tenth. He here had the gratification of 
assi+ting Madame Malibran to escape from the tyrancy of a bratal 
busband, as the marriage having taken place in New York rendered 
the knowledge of sn American advocate of great use to that unhappy 
and gif ed lady. 

After vivitieg many cities of note in Italy, he went to Madrid 
where he was introduced to Miss Van Ness the daughter of the 
American Minister to the Court of Madrid. After a short courtship 
they were married thus becoming related to Sir Gore Ouseley, who 
had just before married another daughter of our respected Minister. 
In November, 1831, he returned with his fair bride to the United 
Staies, and resumed the practice of his profession in the city of New 
York. He was soon afterwards appointed one of the Governors 
of the Alms Honse, and also other public institutions. In 1835 he 
was elected to the Legislature, and again in 1840. In 1841 he was 
sent to Congres:, and was oue of President Tyler’s Select Committee 
to examine the Fiscal Officer whose functi ) take the place 
of the defunct United States Bank. In 1843! ! 
ation, which he dec!iued on account of family bers 
once more entered upon a Evropean tour, which occupied a con- 
siderable portion of the next two years. On his return home he 
spent the following six years of his life on his farm in Westchester 
county, cultivating his paternal acres and realising the picture so 
beautifully drawn by Horace. 

In 1851 he was elected Justice of the Supreme Court, which posi- 
tion he occupied till the present year. On the death of Theodore 
Sedgwick, Mr Buchanan showed his appreciation of Judge Roose- 
velt’s eminent abilities and character by offering him the responsible 
office of United States Distriet Attorney, which after some hesitation 
he accep 'ed. 

We conclude by congratulating our fellow-citizens upon an ap 
pointment which commands the approbation of all honest men, with- 
out any reference to political opinions. In politics Judge Roosevelt 
is a soand National Democrat. 
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HON. THOMAS S, BOCOCK, OF VIRGINIA. 


Tne distinguished gentleman who. as the Democratic nominee for 
Spesker of the United States House of Representatives, for the 
Thirty-sixth Congress, concentrated the whole force of his party for 
two weeks, was born in Buckingham county, Virginia, in the year 
1815. 

At an early age he received the rudiments of a common school 
education in the county schools, and at the age of sixteen pursued 
the avocation of a teacher to enable him to raise money sufficient to 
complete his education. He afterwards graduated at Hampden and 
Sycney College in 1838, going throuch the whole course in the short 
time of two years, taking at his graduaticn the firat honors of the 
class. 

After leaving college he again tanght school, at the same time 
reading law with his elder brother, then a prominent lawyer. Re- 
ceiving in 1841 a lisence to practice law, he soon entered upon a 
successful practice in partnership with bis brother. Politics, bow- 
ever. very soon interfered with his profession, and he was elected by 
the Democrats in 1842 to the Legislature, and re-elected in 1843 

In March, 1844 he closed his career in the Legislature, in which 
he made, for a young man a high and permanent reputation. In 
1845 his county was divided. leaving him in what is now Appomatox 
connty, where he resides. Upon the organizstion of this county, he 
was immediately elected Commonwealth's attorney, and he heli the 
office until be has elected to Congress in 1847. A panic in Virginia 
at that time on the subject of the Mexican War, threw a large num 
ber of the d stricts in Virginia intothe ha» ds of the Whigs,and made 


the contest in others very close, Mr Bocock himeelf having been 
elected by only three votes. He hae since been re-elected six df- 
ferent times, increasing his majority every time, until in the two 


, 


last elections euch has b 
without opposition. 

Daring bis twelve years in Congress he has earned 4 distinguished 
reputation, as is attested by the earnest support his party has given 
him for the high office for which it nominated bim 

In 1851 he was appointed Chairman of the Committee on Naval 
Affairs, and has continued on that committee ever since, serving 
aga’n as chairman daring the last Congress. In this capacity he bas 
done much to promote the efficiency of t e navy, and the great in 
crese of its war capacity is mainly due to bis efforts 

Few men in Congress have wielded an equal influence. 
possessed of a'l the elements calculated to win the confidence of bis 
associates, and being tnoroughly acquainted on all the great ques- 
tions of the day, his capsci'y for debate enablee him to clearly dis- 
cues everything he a'temp's and to produce conviction wherever 
truth is not impeded by prejudice from combatting error. 

In politics Mr. Bocock is a States Ri Democrat, trne to every 
requirement of the Constitu'ion, maint nining the perpetnity of the 
Union upon the basis of an exact preservation of every guarantee 
of the Constitu ion. 

To use his own language, he is “ for the protection of the rights 
of every section of the country, for the honor and glory of the 
whole ” 

Mr. Bocock’s speeches are all regarded as model efforts ; that on 
the Lecompton Constitution being conceded to be one of the ablest 
disquisitions elicited during t'e debate. 

He served in 1852 avd in 1856 as a delegate to the National Demo 
cratic Convention of those years

Suspension of Work in the Duck Mill.—The Boston Journal 
of the 16th inst. says operations have been entirely suspended in the Duck Mill 
since the calamity, none of the late operatives being found willing to risk their 
lives in the building. The apprehension for its secur ity is greatly increased by 
the falling of a portion of the coving on the southern end of the mill. This 
accident happened about a month ago, and resulted in the demolition of the 
coving on one-half of the roof from the eaves to the ridge-pole. This was 
probably oecasioned by the location of heavy duck looms in the fourth : tory, 
the operation of which produced greater jarring than exists in mills generally.

The great estabiishment of 
Heidsieck & Ce. was founded 
and received its world-wide 
celebrity through the con 
tinued and energetic exertion: 
of his father, Mr. Charle 
Heidsieck, his uncle, Mr. 
Christian Heidsieck, and Mr. 
Walbaum. During the ex- 
istence of that firm, they not 
only brought the cultivation 
of the grape to the highest 
state of perfection, but, by 
repeated experiment, they 
were enabled to improve the 
quality of champagne to an 
extraordinary degree. The 
fame of Heidsieck soon spread 
all over Europe. It beeame 
the popular wine at Court, 
and so great eventually be- 
came the demand, that though 
new vineyards were  pur- 
chased, though the vines bore 
more each successive year, 
yet it was impossible to sup- 
ply the orders. 

Thus did this firm contiauve 
to gain in wealth and reputa 
tion until 1534, when the male 
representatives of the Heid- 
sieck family who were enga- 
ged io the business died.

In 1846, a gentleman by the 
name of Piper invited Mr. 
Charles Heidsieck to join him 
in business, probably for the 
sake of continuing the name 
of Heidsieck, promising him 
a good position The con- 
tract with Mr. Piper ceased 
in 1850, when Mr. Charles 
Heidsieck immediately conti- 
nned the manufacture of wine, 
which his family had been en- 
gaged in for a generation. 

There can be no doubt that 
Mr. Charles Heidsieck is now 
the only representative of the 
famous Heidsieck family— 
with the exception of a young 
man, who, until 1845, was 
engaged in a business entirely 
foreign to the wine trade. 
His estate is a perfect model, 
the vines are trimmed and 
tended with all the care of 
delicate exotics. It matters 
not what new wines may be 
introduced to the market, the 
world-wide fame of the 
Charles Heidsieck brand will 
maintain its position, even as 
the diamond does among 
precious stones.
